1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• With regard to claims 1 and 8, as the closest reference, the combination of 
Igawa (JP 10-74370 A) and Hasegawa (US 5,546,252) shows an optical pickup 
supporting mechanism having supporting members. However, Applicant 
discloses supporting mechanism, according to specification it is for supporting 
an optical pickup, wherein each of the supporting members is opened in a 
radius direction of the supporting shaft, enabling the supporting shaft to shift 
in the radius direction thereof to be received in the supporting member, which 
is not found in Igawa and Hasegawa's device. 

• Applicant asserts that in such a configuration, it is unnecessary to form the 
whole bodies of the supporting members with a high procession, which helps to 
reduce manufacturing cost of the feeding unit itself (Specification, p. 5, lines 
25-27).
